Tanaka ordered the arrest of more than one thousend Chinese 
studonts in Peiping, one helf of whom were tortured and the other half 
shot to death. 


PARTICULARS OF ALLEGED CRIME 


In July, 1940, two Japanese military officers were shot dead 
at the entrance of an Amorican Far East Religious Society by some perhaps 
Chinese patriots. Tanaka nobilised his forces and did his best to 
discover the culprits. Failing to do so he had more than one thousand 
college and middle school students arreeted and tortured in various ways 
to elicit information, Thve those who survived the torture were gathered 
togother and shot to death en masse,

The above atrocity was witnosrod by Wang ( 3768) Chung ( 0112) 
Fou ( 1133}, aged 25, native of Uiavning Province, who was ¢hen studying 
at Poiping. Ho has submitted a sworn testimony as follows: 


"During July of 1949, before the ontrance of the American Far Eastern 
Proaching Society, eavt of TA ( 0966) An ( 1244) Mon ( 7022), Peiping 
Municipality, thsro were two Japanese nilitery officers shot down by our patriot: 
which aroused the onery +o greal indignation. More than a thousand Chinese 
students were arrested apon whom they cast imputations. They were exanined by 
torture which cuvsed about half of them to death, and the others were then shot 
down at one tine. A great terror then hung upon the city that almost every 
inhabitant folt unsafe for himself. I swear the above statement is absolutely 
true. 


Mr. Li ( 2621) Lenz ( 7893) Feit ( 7378), Chief of the 7th Police 


Station of the Metropolitan Police Board of Chungking Municipality, invostigated 
and reported on the case on Noverber 15, 1944, confirming Mr. Wang's statement.
